Thahor  than  a  ( hi  1  vary.  “(lod  hi-ings 
good  ont  of  evil,”  is  the  (onstant  refrain  of  ('hristian  saints 
and  thinkers.  And  so  to  St.  Angnstine  evil  was  a  proof  that
